In this work the story of the Spirit-worship of the Burmese races is explained 
in all its forms, and the difference between the indigenous and imported 
varieties is clearly shown. The extent to which each variety overlaps and 
influences the rest, is also fully brought out. In this way, an important part 
of Burmese social life, explaining many of the notions and beliefs of the 
people, usually hidden from the European observer, is made accessible to 
enquirers. 

An account of Burmese Spirit-worship in general, with an explanation of 
the influence of the Buddhist and Brahmanic beliefs introduced from India on 
the west, and of superstitions added by the Shans on the east, is accompanied 
by a l-elation of the more prominent ideas current among the many Wild 
Tribes, and underlying the innumerable ceremonial customs followed by the 
people. All these matters are treated as leading up to the main theme of the 
book, which is an Account of the Thirty-Seven Nats or universally recognized 
Spirits of the Burmese, who play so overwhelming a part in native belief and 
superstition, and are, nevertheless, so little known.
